Doubtstirs ^ 
over Megan’s 
Law after 
shooting 

Some express sympathy 
for paroled rapist 


LINDEN, N.J. — Four days after shots 
were fired into the home of a convicted 
rapist, quiet returned to the worl^g-doss 
neigbboriwod where be lived and. with it, 
a sense of compassion for the paroled 
felon. 

As authorities continued to investigate 
what they say was an act of vigilantism 
prompted by Qiers notifying the communi- 
ty about the rapist under Megan’s Law, 
^many rxsderitsvoid^ sympathy for some- 
one who, ordinarily, would inspire little 

support. 

“He’s a prisoner in his own home,” 
neighbor Stacy DaSilva said of Frank 
Penno, 55, who was paroled in IS^ after 
serving 16 years in prison for the rape of 
two teen-age girls. He lives in a basmnent 
apartment, across the street from an ele- 
mentary school “He did his time, and he’s 
a prisoner stilL” 

Law enforcement officials determined 
Friday that the five shots fired after mid- 
night on Tuesday came from a .45-calibcr 
wcapon, probo^ a handgun. 

The bullets ripped through two windows 
and the front wall of the first-floor apart- 
ment of Joan Bazydlo, 66, who was watch- 
ing television at the time. Bazydlo. who 
was not injured, lives upstairs from Penn^ 
No one answered the door at Penna’s 
apartment Saturday. Neighbors said they 
hadn't seen him for days and had heard he 
was staying ivith a friend or relative in 

-anot he r t own. -• — — - — — 

DaSilva, whose frther, Vincent, grew up 
with Penna in the neighborhood ^ innH^ 
homes and neatly tended gardens, said 
Penna poses no threat to anyone, i^ud- 
ing her daughter, Maiissa, 9.

Quality of kids’

poor, study says

WASHINGTON — Broadcasters no- 
longer might be trying to pass off “The 
Jetsons” as educational but the qu^ty of 
many children’s television programs 
remains poor and the industry’s new rat-. 

. . ing sysami often fails m adequately identi-^ 
"ly the'comeiit of many shows, according to 
a report that will be rdeosed Monck^. 

Tte study bears important policy impli- 
cations for the Clinton administration, 
which has made parental tools IHr*. the v- 
chip — designed to Qtcr out objectionable 
teles-ision shows based on their ratings — a , 
top priority. The report raises concerns 
about the ^ectiveness of sudi toc^ 
Researchers at the Annenberg Public 
PoUqt Center of the University of Penns>-1- 
vania examined about LOOO duldren*s 
vision sboYvs, coding programs for seat, vi» 
loKe, bod language and eclucaticinal v^ue. 

What they found was surprising of the 
shows containing excessive violence, only 
2S percent had been gi\‘en a “i^ia^ rio 
lence” rating by the broadcast industry. 

“If parents get the v-chip and try to 
block out violence based on the fantasy 
violence rating, most of the really violent 
shoYvs would still get tbmngb," said Amy 

Jordan, who led the res earch team. 

The report comes nearly a year after the

Brady law checks blocked 69,000 handgun sales in ’97 Suitcase 


WASHINGTON (AP) — As the 
QatioQ struggled over how to 
.keep guns out of the wrong 
' hands, the Justice Department 
'iestunated Sunday that uhddTtl^"' 
'presale checks of the Brody law 
-some 69,000 handgun sales were 
blocked in 1997. 

More than three out of five 
Isales were rejected because 
the buyer bad a felony convic- 
tion or was under felony indict- 
ment.

. al guidelines on how to relieve 
cancer pain, doctors often fail to 
do so. 

-_-^^It’s.unclear-why hetzith-care-; 
profesionals fail to use the best 
available pain-management tech- 
niques.” said Dr. Giovanni 
Cambassuone of the authors and 
a visiting professor in Brown's 
Center for Gerontology and 
Hen l d i Care Research. “It’s a- - 
really complex problem.

‘vital sign’ for most 
patients, and often is more rele- 
vant to their care than pulse or

Several factors influence this 
failure, which has been docu- 
mented in other studies as well, 
Qccland wrote.

Good pain 
management also takes consider- 
able time and requires aggressive 
use of controlled substances. 
Eketors also may worry alxiut the 
side effects. And patients and 
thcirfainiilcs expect cancer' to ^ " 
painful and have not pressed for 
better relief. 

The problem. Brown’s 
Gambassi says, needs to be 
attacked on three levels — the 
patient, the nursing home person- 
nel and the doctor. 

"PatienK basioilly need to.vol- 
unteer that they are in pain 
before health professionals take 
notice," he said. “They need to 
voice when pain is not adequate- 


ly assessed or controlled. They 
need to understand . . . p««" is not 
a natural port of aging.” 

Many patients consider pain 
inevitable, or fear that talking 
about it will distract doctors’ 
attention from treatzng the ill- 
ness, Gambassi said. 

Nursing home personnel, 
Gambassi said, need to regard 
pain management as a major 
indicator of quality of core Tl^ 
should look for the signs and 
symptoms of pain, including in 
patients who cannot verbalize 
their feelings. And they need to 
bnng it to the doctor’s anention.

TESTAMENTARY TRUST 


QUESTION: What is a testamentary trust? 


It is a trust provided for in a person's 'last will and Icstamcnl*. 
Its terms do not take cli'ect until after its maker dies and (he will is 
filed with a probate court. 

Both the will and any (leslamcnlarv) trust provisions contained 
in the will remain dormant until the maker's dcalh. Like a will, the 
terms of a lestamenury trust can be changed at any time prior to the 
maker's death. 

Testamentary trusts can be used to provide for a spouse, 
children, charity or other beneficiary. Their existence and operation 
can be tied to any lawful contingency or condition the maker 
specifies. 

No assets are transferred into a lesMmentary trust until after 
death of ihe trust makee The trustee is a person or entity named in 
the will. The trust can be simple or complex and can last briefly or 
for a long lime.
